Overdoing the Salmon? 

That the Pagitic salmon industry is 
being overdone, was the opinion of 
Prof. J, P, MeMurrich in his lecture 
in the science building of Toronto 
University recently, 

Each year the salmon production 
varied, and the amount. of catch 
should be’ regulated accordingly by an 
international conmission. 

Big “runs” only came every four 
years. During the lust big run in 1905, 
$8,000,000 worth of salmon was can- 
ned. The catches were diminishing. 
Canada was sending 26,000,000 pounds 
of sulmon to Great Britain yearly; to 
Australia 2,000,000 pounds, and to the 
eastern provinces 7,000,000 pounds, 

Since the great bulk of Pacific szl- 
mon went to Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia, it was nota local question, 
but ap imperal issue, and; as the 
conditions were different each year,

Details as 
to the exact plans of Mr. Rockeieller 
are lucking here, aside from the dry 
phraseology itself all that is known of 
the plan is gleaned from the state- 
ments made by Mr. Gallinger, after he 
had presented the bill. ‘I am not 
authorized, said he, to speak for Mr. 
Rockefeller, but there is no doubt that 
| he proposes to spend his millions. He 
{has‘ already spent $52,000,000 through 
the general education board. I have 
no doubt that Mr. Rockefeller intends 
to give away his money on a_ scale 
than any other living 
man. I am not acquainted with all of 
the details of Mr. Rockefeller's plans.”’ 

The proposed act gives the founda- 
tion-general powers of the widest pos- 
siblé character, within the purposes 
‘for which it was created, and the sena- 
| tors expressed the belief that it would 
; become the most gigantic and philan- 
thropic scheme ever conceived by the 
human mind. 

All the rights and péwers that are 
usually conferred on corporations are 
| given the foundation in the Gallinger 
bill... In fact, it. was pointed out that 
| by the addition of a very few words, 
the bill, as it was written, might well 
| Stand as a charter for what really 
| Would be a “good trust’ in the best 
meaning of the term, 

Mr. Rockefeller has determined .on 
dividing his fortune into three great 
funds. The first and largest is to be 
}for charity, and this will be  admin- 
|} istered by the Rockefell»r Foundation. 
It will include the work of endowing 
and maintaining other charities al- 
ready organized, as well as the found- 
ation of new-ones.. The seeond is the 
general education fund, which is to be 
increased from $53.000,000 to approxi- 
mately over $100,000,000, and.willystill 
further extend the work of the gen’ ral 
j education board, as already organiz.d. 
doo third and smallest fund is to be 
set aside, for the Roekefelter family. 

It hes been estimated that if.Mr, 
Rockefeller lives to the age of 80, and 
he is now in his Vist year, his for- 
tune would amount to one billion more 
‘than ever one man possessed before. 
| It may be Mr. Rockefeller's idea to en- 
courage the growth of his fortune up 
to the time of his death, starting the 
work of the Rockefeller Foundation 
during his lifetime and willing to it 
his great fortune.

A Series of Snow Slides Alohg Main 
Line of the Canadian Patific Rail- 
way Cause 
Over 1,200 Feet of Snow. gt 
Wiped Qut—Bodies of Dead Will 
Likely all be Recovered. 


Rogers Pass, B,.G.—A mass of wet 
snow, tearing down the mountain side, 
swept between 63 and 80 mento death 
on Siturdiy morning, shortly after 
midnight and caused perhaps the 
worst railway wreck in the history of 
the Canadian Paeific Railway. The 


railway men know that there are 63 
men lying beneath the snow and 
debris, for they are railway men. It 
is known that there are others in the 
mass, but the number is unknown. Of 
the men, 32 are Japanese. j 

This is the season for snow slides, 
and before sunset Friday a tremen- 
dous slide covered the track. Extra 
gangs were’ immediately placed on the 
road to clefir the track, and had work. 
ed until 1 a.m. Then, without warn- 
ing, the second slide, more massive 
than any before, swept down with 
terrific foree and blotted out the men 
in a twinkling, under 50 feet of snow 
filling the cut completely. ° 

The combined crews consisted of 100 
men, but of these 63 were at work 
with two engines and a rotary, clear- 
ing the track. Some distance behind 
the remaining men were asleep in the 
cars and were resting for their turn on 
the work. The slide wiped the forward 
gang completely out of existence, oy 
one man, John Morton, being saved, 
end he is so badly bruised that he has 
not recovered consciousness and can 
give no account of the disaster. - 

The slide, as is always the c:se, 
started small and spréad out like a 
fan as it swept down the mountain 
side. The extent of this slide was im- 
mense, and the outer edges of the fan 
smashed ‘against the cars with the 
sleeping men, moving the cars, though 
causing no injury. 

It was some little time before the 


terrible accident was reported, as the: 


telegraph wires went down under the 
snow, iceand debris. As soon as word 
was sent.out, relief cars were rushed 
to the scene of the disaster. 

On Saturday the work of recovering 
the bodies was carried on vigorously, 
with the result that eleven, all dead, 
were taken out. 

The following are the white men 
who are known to have perished: R. 
J. Buckley, cdnductor; . Phillips, 
engineer ; J. J. Fraser, roadmaster; 
Griffith, fireman; A. Pottruff, engin- 
eer; A. Johnson, foreman; C, Ander:

yo J. McDonald; bridge. foreman; 


man; J. Me and, bridge een 

Shortly after the slide which caused 
the nears ase of life, another occurred 
between Bear Creek and Rogers Pass, 
which carried down 600 feet of snow 
shed No. 14, making in all some 1230 
feet of snow shed wiped out. 

The next heavy slide occurred at 
2.30 on Saturday afternoon at the big 
hill at Field. This-carried down. the 


strack on ohe of the upper loops, re- 


bounded down the valley and ¢arried 
out another portion of the track be- 
low. Fortunately there was no loss of 
ed there being no train in the vicin- 
ity. . 
A third slide occurred at Greneaie, 
is 
cleared out another large portion of 
the track, but the line was clear at the 
time: and there were not fatal results. 
All bodies will be recovered from the 
Rogers Pass slide, as they were not. 
carried down the valley, but. caught 
in a heavy cut. The rotary plow, the 
engine and several boarding cars sre 
buried completely under masses of ice, 
rock and timber, along with the men 
who perished.

Will Bring Back First Locomotive 

Winnipeg.—The question of bringing 
back to Winnipeg the first locomotive 
ever seen here, is now practically set- 
tled and the old engine that first came 
to Winnipeg in 1876 and was taken 
over the Red river to the western 

rairies in December, 1879, will soon 

e given a resting place in one of the 
city parks and become an interesting 
relic on exhibition. 

This old engine, known as No. 1 
with a train of six cars and a caboose, 
was brought to Winnipeg in \June, 
1876, and for some time was used on 
the Emerson branch. It was brought 
from Moorehead, Minn., and unloaded 
at the mouth of the Seine river. After 
serving its turn on’ the Emerson 
branch it was, in 1879, taken across 
the Red river at the point where 
Louise bridge now stands. The en- 
gine and train crossed the Red river 
on a track laid on the ice by D. D. 
Mann, then a railway contractor. 

The old locomotive was soon dis- 
placed by modern engines and wound 
uh its career in a lumber plant = at 
Golden, B.C., which is under the con- 
trol of Mackenzie & Mann. : 


Canadian Women Outlive the Men 


Ottawa.—In the senate the Will 
amending the annuities act was given 
a third reading. Senator Frost moved 
that the bill be amended by reducing 
the rates charged for annuities:to wo- 
men to the same rates as those charg- 
ed to men. In this age when women 
were working beside men at perhaps 
less remuneration, there hardly seem- 
ed justification for the application of 
British longevity to Canadian condi- 
tions and that higher rates be charged 
women than to men. He thought the 

rotest of the Women’s Council of 

anada was well founded, and that 
his amendment should be adopted. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that, 
though desirous of fi 
tion, it was beyond his power, as the 
result of the motion would add to the 
financial burden of the country, Such 


legislation could not originate in the 


senate. However, statistics were all 
against them and indicated that wo- 
men lived longer than men, The ladies 
therefore could take consolation from 
the fact that if they pay a little more 
they would get a little more through 
living a little longer. Senator Frost 
withdrew his amendment and the bill 
passed. 


Cost of Living Increases 40 Per Cent. 

Washington. D.C.—Senator Latimer, 
chairman of the select committee #p- 
pointed to investigate the increased 
cost of living, presented some interest- 
ing data in reference to the same sub- 
ject in Canada. 

In response to his request, he re- 
ceived from John G. Foster, United 
States consul-general in Canada, ad- 
vance proof sheets of a report of an 
investigation by the Canadian depart- 
ment of labor. It shows that in the 
last ten years rents had advanced 
about 40 per cent. in the principal 
cities of Canada, and there had been 
a corresponding iricrease in food 
stuffs. 


Canada Ever Ready to Assist Empire 


London.—J. M. Clarke, of Toronto, 
addressing the British Empire league, 
said the differences regarding the 
question of defence in Canada were 
only as to the methods, As to the 
carrying out of their determination 
to take a fair share of the defence of 
the empire no anxiety need be felt, be- 
cause in case of need any assistance 
that Canada could give would be avail- 
able. That feeling was particularly 
strong in the northwestern provinces 
where large numbers of settlers from 
the United States are located, 


Homestead Entries in the West 
Ottawe,—During the month of Janu- 
ary 2.698 homesteads were entered for 
the Conadian, west, es compared with 
1.308 for the same month last year. 
The Canadians entered for 661; na- 
dians from the United Ftates, 43; 
Americans, 935; English, 331; Scotch, 
97; Irish 29; and 419 by people fron 
eleven other countries.
